No better 
than did lliu •jovernniunl tbnt tried to crush 
Joseph, a Seripturo character upon which 
wo speak to-day. 


It v.'oukl be un insult to suppose that you 


were licit all familial-with tho life of Joseph; 
liow his Jealous brothers throw him Into tho 
pit, 
but, seeing a caravan o£ Arabian mer- 


chants moving alon^ on their came1.*; with 
spices and ^iinis thnt loaded the air with 
aroma, sold tlu-ir brother to these mer- 
chants, who carried him down lato Ejryp'; 
how Joseph was sold to Potiphar, a man of 
influence and ofllce; how by integrity he 
raised lihnsdt to hi^'h position in the realm, 
nntil under the false charge oto. vile wretch 
he was hurled Into the penitentiary; how lu 
prison ho commanded respect and confi- 
dence: 
how 
by- tho 
Interpretation, of 


Pharaoh's dream he was freed and became 
the chief man In the p;overnmenD—the Bis- 
marck tif the nation; how In time of famine 
Joseph had control of a storehouse which 
ho had filled during the seven years of 
plenty; how when his brothers, who had 
thrown him into the pit and sold him Into 
captivity.. applied lor corn, he scut them 
home with their blasts borne down under 
the hel't of tho corn sacks; how the sin 
a^aim-t their brother, which had so long 
been hidden, canie out at lust, and was re- 
turned by that brother's forgiveness and 
kindness, an illustrious triumph of Christian 
principle. 


Learn from this story in th« first place that 


tho world is compelled to honor Christian 
character, 
Totiphiur was only a man of the 


world, yet Joseph rose in his estimation until 
all the affairs oil that jrreat houso were com- 
mitted to his cliarpc. Prom this servant no 
honors or conlidonces were withheld. 'flTien 
Joseph was in prison he soon won tho heart 
of the keeper, aud, though placed there- for 
belnjr a scoundrel, he soon convinced the 
jailer that he was an innocent and trust- 
worthy man, and, released from close con- 
finement, he becamo a jrcncral superintend- 
ent o£ prison affaire. 
Wherever Joseph was 


placed, whether a servant in the. house of 
1'otiphar or a prlso'ncr in the penitentiary, 
he became the first man everywhere, nnd Is 
an Illustration ot tho truth I lay down that 
the world is compelled to honor Christian 
character. 


There arc those who affect to dosplso a re- 


ligious life. They speak of it as it. system 
ol phlebotomy, by which a man Is blud of 
all his courajfi! and nobility. The}' say ho 
has bemeaned himself. They pretend to 
have no more eonlidenco in him Blncc his 
conversion than before his conversion. But 
all thai is hypocrisy. It Is impossible for 
any man not to admiro and confide in u 
Christian who shows thnt he has really be- 
come a child o! God and is really what ho 
professes to bo. You can not despise a son 
or ft daughter of the Lord God Almighty, Ot 
course a half and halt roll^ous character 
wins no approbation. KedwalU, the Kinff of 
the Saxons, after Christian baptism had two 
altars, one lor tao worship of God and tho 
other lor the sacrifice of devlla You may 
have a contempt for such men for mere pre- 
tension religion, but when you behold the 
excellency of Jesus Christ como out in the 
life of one of His declplcs, all that is sood 
and noble in your soul rises r,p In admira- 
tion. Though that Christian be as far be- 
neath you in estate as tho Egyptian slave 
oH whom we arc discusslnfr, by an Irrevo- 
cable law of our nature Potiphar and Pha- 
roah will always esteem Joseph- Chrysos- 
Lom, when threatened with death by Eu- 
doxla, tho Empress, sent word to her say- 
l:i£: "Go tell her that I fear nothing but 
sin." Such nobility of character will always 
he applauded. 
There was something In 


Agrippa and Felix which demanded their 
respect i'or Paul, the robol against govern- 
ment. I doubt not they would williug-ly 
have yielded their office and dignity for the 
thousandth part of that true heroism which 
beamed in the eye and bent in the heart 
of the unconquerable apostle. 


Tho infidel and worhilng aro compelled to 


honor In their hearts, though thev may not 
CTlopizo with their lips, a Christian firm In 
persecution, cheerful in poverty, trustful in 
losses, triumphant in death, I find Chris- 
tian inen in all professions and occupa- 
tions, 
and 
I and 
them 
respected, 


and honored, and successful. John Fred- 
erick Oberlln idlcvlatdcs Ignorance and dis- 
tress, John Howard passing from dungeon 
to lazaretto with healing for the boflyani 
the soul, Elizabeth Fryo coming to the 
profligate of Newgate prison, to shake down 
their obdnrncy as tho uugel came to th«lr 
prison at Phllippi, driving open tho doora 


the lives oRhousanffs of tho roiioirors fit

not crumble' while the world lasts. A man 
In the cars said: "I would like to become a 
Christian If I only know whai religion i*. 
Eut If this lying and cheating and bad be- 
havior among men who profess to be good 
la religion, I wont none of it" But my 
friends, If I am on artist, in Rome and a 
man comes to me and asks me what the art 
of painting is I must not show him the daub 
of some mere pretender. I will take him to 
the Kaptmels and the Michael Angelas. It Is 
most unfair and dishonest to take the igno- 
minious failures in Christian profession in- 
stead ot the glorious successes. The Bible 
and the church are great picture galleries 
filled with masterpieces. 


Furthermore, we ieorn from this story of 


Joseph that the result of persecution Is 
elevation. Had it not been for his being 
sold Into.Ugyptian bondage by his malicious 
brothers and his false Imprisonment Joseph 
never \s'0uld have become Prime Minister. 
Every body accepts tbe promise: '"Blessed 
ore they that aro persecuted for righteous- 
ness sake, for theirs is the Kingdom of 
Heaven;" but they do not reallzo the fact 
that this principle applies to worldly .as 
well as spiritual success. It Is true in all de- 
partments. Had it not been for 
who brought impeachment against Demos- 
thenes, the immortal oration De Corona 
would never havo been delivered, jrcnrtee 
to high political position through misrepre- 
sentation-and the assanltof the public. Pub- 
lic abuse Is all that some of our public men 
have had to rely upon for their ele- 
vation. It has brought to them what talent 
and executive force cottld never 
have 


achieved. Many of those who ore rnaking 
great effort for place and power will never 
succeed just because they are not of enough 
uiportance to be abused. 


It is tho nature of man to giither about 


those who are persecuted nnd defend them, 
and they ore apt to forget the faults of those 
who ore the subjects o( attack while at- 
tempting to drive back tho slanderers. 
Helen Stirk, a Scotch martyr, condemned 
with her husband to death for Christ's sake, 
said to her husband: "Kejoice; wo lmv« 
lived together many joyful days, but this 
day wherein wo must die together ought to 
be most joyful to us both. Therefore, I will 
not bid you good night, for soon we shall 
meet in the Heavenly kingdom." By th« 
flash of the furnace best Christian character 
is demonstrated. 


I go into another department, and I find 


that those great denominations tvf Chris- 
tians which have been most abused have 
spread tho most rapidly. No good man was 
ever more vilely maltreated thau John AVes- 
ley. His followers wero hooted at and ma- 
ligned, and called by every detestable name 
that infernal ingenuity could Invent, but the 
hotter the persecution the more rapid tho 
spread o£ that denomination, until you 
know what a host they have become and 
what a tremendous force for God aud-tho 
truth they lire wielding all the world over. 
It was persecution that gavo Scotland to 
Presbyterianlsm. It was persecution which 
gave our own land first to civil liberty and 
afterward to religious freedom. Yea, I may 
go further back and say it was persecution 
that gave the world the great salvation of. 
tho Gospel. The ribald mockery, the hun- 
gering and thirsting, the unjust trial and Ig- 
nominious death where ail tho force of hell's 
fury was hurled against the cross, was'the 
Introduction of that religion which is yet to 
be tho earth's deliverance from guilt and 
iuffcring, and her everlasting enthronement 
among tho principalities 01! Heaven. The 
State has sometimes said to the church: 
'Come, let mo take your hand, and I will 
help 
yon," 
What 
has been 
the re- 


sult? 
Tho 
church 
has 
gone 
back 


and 
has 
lost 
its 
estate 
of 
holioesfl 


and has become ineffective. At other tlmea 
the State has said to the chr.rch: '•I will 
crush you." What has been the result? 
After the storms have spent tho-lv fury, the 
chr.rch, so far from having lost any of its 
force, has increased and is worth Infinitely 
more after the assault thau before it. The 
church is far more Indebted to the opposi- 
tion of civil government than to its appro- 
val. Tho lireB of tan stako have only been 
the torches wlxicli Christ held In his hand, 
t)y the light of which the church has 
marched to her present position. In the 
wound of racks and implements of torturol 
hear the rumbling of tlio wheels of the 
Gospel chariot. Scaffolds of martyrdom 
have been the stairs by which the church 
has ascended. Aquafortis is tho best test of 
pure gold. 


rurthermore, our subject impresses us 


'that Bins will como to exposure. Long, long 
ago had these brothers sold Joseph into 
Egypt They had suppressed the crime, 
and it was a profound secret well kspt by 
the brothers. But suddenly the secret is 
out. The old father hears that his son is in 
Egypt, having been sold there by tho mal- 
ice of his own brothers. How their cheeks 
must have burned and their hearts sunk at 
the naming out of this suppressed crime. 
Tho smallest iniquity has a thousand 
tongues and they will blab out an exposure. 
Saul was sent to destroy tho Canaanitcs, 
their sheep and their oxen. But when he 
got there among the postures he saw some 
iine sheep and oxen too fat to kill, and so 
ho thought he would steal them. He drove 
them toward home, but stopped to report 
to the prophet how well he had executed 
his commission, when in tho distance the 
sheep began to bleat and the oxen to bellow. 
The secret was out and Samuel said to the 
blushing and 
confounded Saul: 
"What 


means the bloating of the sheep that I hear 
and the lowing of the cattle?" Aye, my 
hearers, you can not keep an Iniquity quiet. 
'At just the wrong time the sheep will bleat 
and tho oxen.will bellow. Achan can not 
steal tho Babylonish garment without get- 
ting stoned to death, nor Benedict Arnold 
betray hlH country without having his neck 
stretched. 
• 
_ 


Look over the public arrests, these thieves, 


these burglars, these adulterer* these coun- 
terfeiters, these highwaymen these assas- 
sins. They all thought they could bury their 
iniquity so deep down that It would never 
como to resurrection. But there was some 
shoe that answered to the print in the sand, 
some false keys found in possession, some 
bloody knife that whispered of the deed, 
and the public indignation, and the anathe- 
ma of outraged law hurled him into tho 
Toabs or hoisted him on the gallows. At the 
close of the battle between the dauphin of 
Prance and the Helvetians, Burchord Monk 
was so elated with the victory that ho lifted 
his helmet to look off upon the field, when 
a wounded soldier hurled a stone that struck 
his uncovered forehead, and he fell. Sin will 
always have some point exposed, and there 
is no safety in iniquity. Francis L, King of 
Franco, was discussing how it was best to 
got his army into Italy. Ainarll, tho court 
fool, sprang out from the corner and Raid to 
tho lung and his staff oQlcors: "You had 
better be thinking how you will got your 
army back out of Italy after once you have 
entered." In other words, it is easier for us 
to get into sin than to get out of it. 


Whltelield wan riding on horseback in a 


lonely way with some missionary money in 
a sack fastened to tho saddle bags. A high- 
wayman sprang out from the thicket and 
put hlB hand out toward the gold, when 
Whltefleld turned npon him and sold: "That 
belongs to the Lord JCSUH Christ; touch it If 
you dare," and the villain fell back empty 
handed Into the thicket Oh, the power of 
conscience! 'If offended, it becomes God's 
avenging minister. Do not think that yon 
can hide any great and protracted sin in 
your hearts. In an unguarded moment it 
will slip off tho lip, or Borne slight occasion 
may for a moment set ajar this door of hell 
that you wanted to keep closed. But sup- 
pose that in this Ufa you hide it, and you 
get along with thac transgression burning 
in your heart, as a ship on fire within for 
days may hinder tho flame from bursting 
out by keeping down the hatchways; yet at 
last in tho judgment, that iniquity will 
blaze out before tlio throne of God and the 
universe. 


Furthermore: learn from this subject the 


inseparable connection between all events 
however remote. 
Lord Hastings was be- 


headed one year after he had caused the 
death of the Quean's children, in tho very 
month, the very day, the very hour, and tho 
very moment There is wonderful precision 
in tho Divine judgments.
